The Anglo-Russian Agreement 
ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 14.— Th* 
Bourse Gazette publishes what pur-* 
ports to be an outline of the Anglo* 
Russian agreement regarding Tur­ 
key and the program to be discussed 
at the forthcoming international Bal­ 
kan conference. The digest is as fol­ 
lows: 
“Turkey to recognize 
the 
inde­ 
pendence of Bulgaria and the an­ 
nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovnia 
by Austria-Hungary; Bulgaria to pay 
Turkey an indemnity to be determin­ 
ed upon and to capitalize the annual 
Roumelian tribute at 5 per cent; a 
joint guaranty by the powers of the 
territorial Integrity of European Tur­ 
key; the conversion of the Black sea 
into a mare clausum accessible to the 
warships of the nations bordering 
thereon. 
England, Russia and France w ill 
agree to this program with the addi­ 
tion that Servia 
and 
Montenegro 
shall be given strips from Bosnia 
and Herzegovnia or Indemnity bonds 
by Austria. This program, if adopted, 
guarantees the constriction of the 
Turkish regime, and readjusting the 
relations of different powers to Tur­ 
key.
